Your purchase of Christmas Seals 
makes possible an extensive rehabilit- 
ation program for the person having 
had tuberculosis. This rehabilitation 
service is sponsored by the Frank- 
lin County Public Health Assoc, 

A recent survey in Franklin Coun- 
ty revealed 106 families that can 
benefit from this service; to date 72 
of these have been contacted. 

Not only are follow-up home visits 
made, but an in-sanatorium program 
is carried on at the Hampshire Coun- 
ty Sanatorium in Leeds where 30% 
of the patients are from Franklin 
County. Recreational movies are 
shown monthly, a library service has 
been made available, handwork is en- 
couraged. The purpose of this is to 
make their stay at the sanatorium 
more pleasant, thus encouraging the 
patients to start until their cure can 
be a permanent one. Patients at the 
Westfield State Sanatorium are also 
followed. 


On His Way Home 


Discharged from service with the 
Navy at San Francisco, Lieut. (jg) 
Gordon Carr, son of George W. Carr, 
is on his way home here across the 
continent. Lt. Carr entered the navy 
in 1942 and was commissioned an 
ensign in August, 1943, and promoted 
to Lieut (jg) in December, 1944. He 
was stationed at the naval air sta- 
tion at Alameda, Calif. He is a grad- 
uate of Mount Hermon school and 
Wentworth Institute and his wife is 
the former Polly Spencer of this 
town. 


Concerning Dr. Kagawa 


The editor has been privileged to 
receive some interesting information 
concerning Toyohiko Kagawa, milit- 
ant pacifist, agrarian reformer, s0- 
cial worker and zealous Christian of 
Japan. Throughout the war, little 
was heard of him, he had been im- 
prisoned, and early was placed under 
arrest. His writings and books had 
been confiscated and his publishers 
were compelled to destroy the plates. 
He is a poor old man, aged and in- 
rm with sight failing and suffering 
from malnutrition, the victim of per- 
secution by the militarists who ruth- 
lessly destroyed his work. He is a 
different individual than when Amer- 
ica saw him last and when he ap- 
peared in Northfield, yet to-day he 
heads the relief work in Japan and 
is advisor on questions of education 
and religion. In sincere humiliation, 
for his country’s action, he is giving 
valuable assistance to the American 
administration.
